The present ties of the empire are 
largely those of sentiment. They will 
be stronger as such than if the sen- 
timent is m:xed with business, such 
as dominated—if it did not dictate— 
the action of the British commissioner 
on the Alaska boundary commission. 
In the light of this decision, and the 
motives underlying it, we can read 
with better understand ng Napoleon's 
slur as to the nation cf shopkeepers, 
and can more than vaguely see in 
Chamberiain’s tervid declarations for 
a self-containea empire, rather a de- 
sire to use the loyaity of the colonies 
as a means of getting better terms 
from the foreigner for the United 
Kingdom, than ta give the colonies an 
advantage against the foreigner in 
the markets of the United Kingdom. 

Let Mr. Chamberlain develop his 
policy so that we can see what is in 
it, before we give our adherence to 
it. “Once burned, twice shy,” is a 
saying worthy o: being remembered 
at this yuncture in the present cam- 
paign of golden promises. It may be 
that the Alaska boundary award will 
after ail prove a blessing in disguise 
by warning Canada against a vastly 
greater and even more coolly premed- 
itated swindle.

Globe. 

Rev. Father Hudson, ot Montreal, 
who superimtends Roman Catholic 
missions in the west, has placed an 
order with the Polson works for the 
construction of the steel framework 
and engine boilers of an 80-foot boat.
